The original theory of private enterprise, often 
referred to as laissez-faire, was that the increase 
of capital by a profit was right no m atter how it 
was earned.

They were 
members of the best clubs. Prostitution was once 
a legitimate business and while the women were 
scorned on moral grounds, the landlords were good 
businessmen. 
This attitude toward profits could not stand up 
in a conflict with moral law. It was not long be­ 
fore the people, through their governments, im­ 
posed upon private enterprises restraints and re­ 
strictions so that a profit could be produced which 
included no taint of indecency . Most successful 
businesses policed themselves by adopting codes 
of ethics, often more rigid and morally more cor­ 
rect than governments 
d a re d to impose. 
When I first encountered the motion picture 
industry intimately , I had assumed that all the 
stories I had heard about furriers in excelsis were 
true. Instead, I found in Columbia, Metro, Fox, 
and other companies, intelligent men, with a deep 
sense of responsibility . I found the same ty pe of 
public and moral responsibility which men of large 
affairs alway s assume. That did not mean, and does 
not mean, that they will not pursue a hot profit: 
it docs mean that they will let one go if they can 
be convinced that it will harm the country . 
I want to praise Loew s and Fox West Coast, 
two of the largest theatre chains, for rejecting

I refer to what is called atrophic 
rhinitis, third form of catarrh, ozena, and other 
names. 
In the New England Medical Journal, Dr. H. J. 
Stcmstcin (Harvard University ) reports his study 
of 13 patients between the ages of 27 to 73 in whom 
sy mptoms had been present for 15 to 50 y ears. 
'Hie outstanding sy mptoms of atrophic rhinitis 
are a strong, permeating, offensive odor, due to the 
extensive formations of green crust, and wasting of 
the turbinate bones of the nose. I^oss of smell is 
usually a sy mptom, and there arc various organ­ 
isms present. 
Dr. Stomstein treated these cases u’ith anti­ 
septics. which kill harmful organisms, and also by 
vasodilators, drugs which widen or enlarge the 
blood vessels thus helping the circulation to and 
away from the vessels supply ing the nose. The 
drugs were used in one of three way s: streptomy cin, 
histamine and niacin; streptomy cin and priscoline 
<the new drug used successfully in dilating blood 
vessels and lowering blood pressure); streptomy cin, 
pencillin and prisoline. In addition, bacitracin and 
gantrisin were used with these combinations. 
All patients were advised to stop the nasal ir­ 
rigations or washing out of nose. Lambs’ wool plugs 
were inserted in each nostril three to four times an 
hour during the day to stimulate secretion or mois­ 
ture from the lining of nose and help to remove 
crusts. Apparently any method that will soften 
and remove these crusts causes the terrible odor 
to disappear. 
The results obtained by these methods were 
fairly satisfactory , but long treatm ent is necessary 
as results showed that significant improvement was 
noticeable after the third month of this form of 
treatment. 
I have written before of the success obtained by 
research workers by use of prostigmin (neostigmini 
and also by the use of sex extracts. 
As atrophic rhinitis with its disagreeable odor 
prevents such patients from mingling freely with 
others, any form of treatm ent that is reported as 
successful by outstanding clinicians should bo tried.

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PSEUDO-DEMOCRACY 
Marshal Tito’s Yugoslavian government 
seems to believe that by adopting some of 
the trappings of democracy he can convince 
the world that his people are really free.

KINGSTON BRIDGE 
The Kingston-Rhinecliff Bridge will be 
constructed in the very near future, Assem­ 
blyman Lee B. Ma iller declares in his an­ 
nouncement that a draft of a bill is being 
prepared to empower the New’ York State 
Bridge Authority to construct and maintain 
a bridge in the vicinity of Newburgh and 
Beacon. 
At the present time, he states it is impos­ 
sible to forecast how’ soon the Kingston- 
Rhinecliff Bridge will be in operation and 
producing revenue sufficient to take care of 
the interest and amortization together with 
pooled revenues from the other bridges to 
permit issuance of additional bonds. 
The State Bridge Authority report on the 
bridges and also on the Kingston-Rhinecliff 
ferry shows a great increase in the use of 
bridges and on the ferry. In 1952 the bridges 
clocked 6,369,457 against 5,894,885 in 1951, 
an increase of about a half million. The 
ferry carried 75,986 vehicles in 1952 against 
73,469 in 1951, a gain of 2,517. It also car­ 
ried 25,891 pedestrians compared to 22,529 
last year, a gain of 3,362. 
This is additional evidence that the bridge 
is needed now’ and should not be delayed 
further.

The Mature Parent 


Teach Children to Correct, Not Defend, Their Mistakes 
By MCKIEL LAW RENCE 
At night, when K aren was a baby, her m other checked her covens. 
Som etimes, as she leaned over the crib, her hands moving across her 
baby’s sleeping body, she would be overwhelmed w ith a sudden feeling 
of great richness. And slipping back to her own bed, she would drowse 
off, thinking ahead to all the joy, ideas and love she and the baby 
would share. 
It has not worked out like that. Som ething went wrong, so th at the 
baby has become a cool, defiant, impudent, 15-year-old enemy. 
There isn't a feeling of richness any m ore; just discouragem ent. 
O ften the bitterness spills out in variations on an old refrain. Discov­ 
ering a cigarette burn in K aren’s new school coat, her m other says, 
“Just look at that hole. You haven’t had your coat six weeks. I could 
understand if I we re the kind of bad m other who only thinks of her­ 
self. but I’m not. I don’t understand when I do so much . . . ” 
Then K aren snatches the coat. “Oh, for cripes’ sake,” she says, “it’s 
my coat, isn’t it? W hat did you give it to me for if I can’t do w hat I 
like w ith It? ” 
Perhaps she would not have answered like this had her m other 
said, “How' sad you must feel th at you’ve burned your pretty coat. If 
you pay 1or a renewing job from your allowance this week, the burn 
w on’t bo abl** to keep rem inding you of. your m istake.” 
Maybe we could call this “understanding” K aren 
But this is a 
vague tortn. W hat we’ve really done is free Karen from the need to 
def(Aid 4 m istake. We have suggested the means to correct it. 
U nfortunately, K aren’s m other has never been able to m anage this. 
For some years now, she has been so intent on defending herself, th at 
she can’t se e how she drives Karen to defend herself, too. Nor how her 
child has tv en shoved over into enemy territory where she smokes for 
the same reason as do soldiers waiting for the guns to start. 
Why does K aren’s m other have to be forever pleading with a child 
to acknowledge her goodness? 
It goes way. way back. Back to a little girl’s need for acknowl­ 
edgment of her goodness from her elders. Back to the scared tim es 
when it w asn’t acknowledged, so that she was lost, cast adrift without 
anchor. Back to terro r of phrases like “bad little girl” so that today a 
woman of 42 years still needs someone to tell her she’s good before 
she can believe it. So th at today, still unable to accept herself and the 
dead-ard-gorv* “badness,” K aren’s m other can’t forget herself for a 
m inute to accept anyone else. 
Soma tinv\ along the way, we have to put aside the dead-and-gone 
descriptions of us and say, "This is me. I ’m good.” Then we’ll stop driv­ 
ing children crazy begging them to tell us w’c are. We’ll be able to let 
it go tor a second to show them the way to reject terror and shame 
of their “badness.”

Add chicken stock, and cook 
until thickened, stirring occasion­ 
ally. Place over boiling w ater in 
lower part of double boiler; add 
cheese. Beat with rotary or whirl

• about 2 minutes!. 
Add enough milk to thin soup 
to consistency of cream. Season 
to taste with salt and pepper.

H ere Back in 1 8 7 5 
Highland, Jan. 29—Today there 
arc four residents of the Town of 
Lloyd who know Highland had a 
newspaper as far b ack as 1875 
and fewer still who have seen a 
copy of that paper. The first edi­ 
tion of The W hitney Zeitung, as 
the newspaper was called, came 
from the press in January, 1875. 
This monthly 
newspaper, which 
was pub lished b y Clarence J. Elt-

Ezekial Elting homestead a t the 
Bridge Circle, Milton avenue. The 
yearly sub scription ra te was 10 
cents with a single copy costing 
one cent. There were four pages 
in each edition with two columns 
to the page. 
At the top of page 1 was the 
nam e with a cut of an eagle b elow 
it. On the first page and first 
column was an editorial greeting: 
We present our readers with the 
first copy of the Zeitung. hoping 
tha t it m ay amuse, instruct and 
please. O ur aim will b e to b ene­ 
fit not only our friends b ut our­ 
selves. We suggest tha t our pa­ 
trons take several copies to give 
to their friends as kindness to 
others b rings happiness to our­ 
selves. Elting’s initials follow*. At 
the b ottom of the page 
is 
an 
admonition to patronize home in­ 
dustry. 
In column 2 of page 1 is a con­ 
trib uted story. The Haunted Hut. 
This tale is carried over on the 
next page and in following issues 
of the Zeitung. This page also c a r­ 
ries a cut of a skeleton rising out 
of the floor to illustrate an inci­ 
dent in the story.

The Zeitung was pub lished for 
two years, possib ly for a shorter 
time. 
By Jan uary 1877 W hitney 
evidently passed out of the picture 
for in the early part of that year 
the first of the Q uarterly S ta r ap­ 
peared, edited and pub lished b y j 
Elting. 
Volume 1. num b er 1, of 
the S ta r covered the m onths of 
January, F eb ruary and March. In j 
it is a story. The Old F arm House, 
which was a continuation of the

started

From this one is justified in con-i 


eluding the Zeitung had folded up. 
In an editorial Elting calls the 
S ta r an ‘am ateur periodical,’ de­

The S ta r was four b y 
five inches, and sold for 15 cents 
per year, b y mail 20 cents.

contained fiction, editorial news, 
some humorous m atter and ads on 
the b ack cover page.
